ditions ahead. The German booktrade 
is intricately organized and has world- 
wide connections which are the envy 
of other nations. Its healthy recovery 
is of international importance. 


quality books which 
formerly constituted 
the greater part of 
the book business, 
the market is now 
flooded with cheap 


literature. We are 
trying to reach a_ public which has 
not as much money to. spend on 
books as it had in former years. It is pos- 


sible to do a larger business, but it would 
be at the expense of the smaller houses 
which cannot afford to do any extensive 
advertising. During the war the sale of 
good books was greatly hindered, altho 
there was a demand for them. 

The habit of borrowing books from pub- 
lic libraries and club libraries is rapidly in- 
creasing, which, of course, is a detriment 
to the sale of these books. The daily press, 
also, by publishing fiction in serial form, 
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takes many customers away. The maga- 
zines have a great deal of advertising and 
fiction and reach a very large circulation, 
altho they cost three times as muchas they 
did before. The daily papers and periodi- 
cals are being sold more than ever before, 
at the cost of the good books. It is easy 
to sell magazines today, but difficult to sell 
good books. The book dealer who formerly 
sold magazines along with books seldom 
does this today. Whether the habit of car- 
rying magazines and papers with books 
tends to increase or decrease the sale of 
books, I cannot discuss in this article. 

I further notice that there is a great deal 
of bitter rivalry among book dealers in the 
same locality. ‘They are forever striving to 
take customers from their competitors. 
This is a most unfortunate practice and 
should be stopped. 

The book dealers have a big fight to 
wage. They have the newspapers on one 
side, the magazines on another, and on all 
sides the cheap, trashy literature that has 
swamped the book dealers’ business. In the 
face of such obstacles, it sometimes seems 
impossible to go on. We have poor mate- 
rial, insufficient presses and lack of other 
means to make the work successful. When 
I think of the money and work spent on the 
fair at Leipzig, I feel that this is a true 
picture of how things are. 

Some of the book dealers are against ad- 
vertising. They do not seem to under- 
stand it. Most of them have their daily 
troubles, but it is their duty to spend more 
time and work harder in their business, 
even if they must work overtime. A book 
dealer has to think of the money he must 
make out of his business in order to live, 
but his thoughts must not always be cen- 
tered on this idea if he is to really achieve 
anything. He should love his business and 
work at it with love. The market for the 
best books should be extensively developed, 
not only in our own country but also in 
foreign countries. We want to do away 
with carelessness and immoral writing and 
illustrations. The quality of books cannot 
be improved, and publicity cannot be ob- 
tained for them by men with “rusty souls.” 
(Eingerosteten seelen.) High marks can 
enly be reached by human beings with 
young hearts. Such young hearts I am sure 
the German book dealers possess, or they 
are reserving them. There are certainly 
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many book dealers who are at the best age, 
and are well equipped to raise the business 
to a very high standard, but they persist 
in seeing only the near side of the high 
road. 

Their vision is too narrow. Many 
of them have never had the time and means 
to look around them, to know what their 
next door neighbor is doing, to get a wider 
perspective of things. They do not seem 
to realize how much is to be done. There 
are some, of course, to whom this would 
not apply. They have set a high mark for 
themselves and expect to attain it. Others 
think they can never reach it and believe 
that the optimistic book dealers are crazy. 
Some wonder why they cannot do as well 
as their competitors, but if they would look 
at their business from every angle, realize 
the defects and try to overcome them, they 
could do as well. 

Most of the book dealers belong to the 
Werberstelle des Borsenvereins (society 
which handles advertising, etc.), with a 
central office. This society should en- 
deavor to get all the book material to come 
up to a high standard. Some of the 
smaller dealers cannot understand that this 
is absolutely necessary. The publisher who 
has traveled around the world and knows 
his customers hears and sees a lot more 
about advertising and publicity than the 
one who never comes out of his store. Some 
of us must go to other countries and by 
hard work and study find out the reasons 
for our poor book business, and how the 
market can be improved. Such a trip 
should be undertaken only by someone who 
is willing to put his whole heart and soul 
into the work and study the methods of 
marketing in foreign countries. We do not 
want people who are one-sided and who 
can look at only one or two aspects of the 
business. 

They need to study everything that 
can pertain to their business. They 
must understand the economics of a whole 
country. If we had someone to do such 
traveling for us, it would give us the in- 
formation and the means to the better 
business that we need. If we are still to 


remain on the same track that we are on 
now, we will only find out that all our ad- 
vertising is useless and we must give up 
our place without a fight to the daily 
papers, the magazines and the trash. 
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What’s Wrong With the German Book-Trade 


Report of F. van den Arend 


American Vice-Consul, Leipzig, Germany 


ROM a report issued on the 10th of 
May, 1925, to the members of the 
German Publishers’ and Dealers’ 

Book Exchange (Leipzig) by the directors 
of the association, it appears that during 
the business year from March 31st, 1924, 
to March 31st, 1925, the German publish- 
ing industry has had to contend with a 
declining demand both at home and abroad. 
German publications have become too ex- 
pensive. On the world market they are 
unable to meet foreign competition. At 
home the reading public, a large portion 
of which was impoverished by the infla- 
tion, cannot afford to buy in the usual 
quantities at increased prices. 

In spite of the fact that the number of 
publications has decreased steadily since 
1922, there is still an over-production. Re- 
tailers in Germany are over-stocked and 
find themselves obliged to sell out many 
editions at a loss. ‘Their position is par- 
ticularly difficult at the present time. .On 
the one hand, they are hit by the competi- 
tion of mumerous readers’ associations 
founded for the purpose of buying books 
at wholesale prices and saving the retailer’s 
profit; on the other hand, they suffer from 
a practice, which has recently increased 
among publishers, of offering editions direct 
to the public at very reduced rates, after 
having been unable to dispose of them to 
the already overstocked trade. 

One of the few encouraging features of 
the domestic market has been the fact that 
since the stabilization of the mark libraries 
have been in possession of sufficient funds 
to resume their purchases in the customary 
quantities. ‘The rapid increase in the pub- 
lication and circulation of periodicals, on 
the other hand, has had the effect, particu- 
larly among the traveling public, of reduc- 
ing the demand for books. The demand 
for textbooks remains far below the pre- 
war demand. The map publishers and 


music publishers report a satisfactory do- 
mestic business. 

The following figures show clearly the 
recent rapid decline in the export of books 


from Germany. ‘There were exported by

The falling off of the export trade is 
ascribed chiefly to the high cost of produc- 
tion, which brings the prices of German 
publications above the level of the world 
market. French competition is making it- 
self very keenly felt, France’s depreciated 
currency aiding her to do a large export 
business with countries such as Switzer- 
land, which formerly bought largely from 
Germany. Nationalistic sentiment in re- 
gions which formerly imported German 
books in considerable quantities, such as 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and Lettland, has 
also affected the German export trade ad- 
versely. 

The high cost of production, which is 
regarded by German publishers as the chief 
obstacle to both the domestic and export 
trade, is ascribed to many factors. ‘The 
prices of raw materials and service are 
still agove pre-war prices. The cost of 
paper remains between 50 and 60 per cent 
higher; printing costs from 90 to 100 per 
cent more than before the war; binding 
130 per cent more. Freight rates in Ger- 
many have more than doubled since 1913 
and compare very unfavorably with those 
in competing countries. In France the 
cost of freight is only 49 per cent of the 
cost in Germany, in Italy 45 per cent, and 
in Belgium 38 per cent. Postage rates for 
printed matter have also undergone enor- 
mous irreases since before the war. As 
long as such conditions, coupled with 
heavy taxation, persist, the German pub- 
lishers claim they will not be able to re- 
duce the price of their publications below 
the present price level. They join other 
branches of industry in the demand for 
cheaper freight rates and lighter taxation 
as an indispensable condition to the im- 
provement of business.

Ginn and Company, naturally thought of 
a bookstore as the kind of retail business 
for which she was best fitted, and this ap- 
pealed to Miss Truax, whose father, on the 
New York Supreme Court bench for nearly 
thirty years, was during his lifetime a well- 
known collector of books. Since there 
seemed to be an opening for an intimate 
bookshop in Colorado Springs, and since 
books could readily be combined with im- 
ported pottery, glass, leather, and the like 
—good tourist meat always—a little more 
than a year ago they opened Their Book 
Shop at 5 East Pikes Peak Avenue in the 
hope that an intelligent selection of books 
and gifts, with service in mind first, last, 
and all the time, would make a 
strong appeal both to the residents 
and the traveling public. 

Their Book Shop is not on the 
main street of Colorado Springs, 
altho it is only a stone’s throw from

the world-famous Antlers Hotel and in 
perhaps the most dignified business section 
of the town—all at a rent less than half 
of a Tejon Street location a mere block 
away. In order to distinguish it from the 
other stores in the row it is painted a jade 
green outside, and this color is used for the 
inside walls as well. The cases which line 
both sides of the Shop are painted Chinese 
yellow, and the tables, chests, and chairs 
which furnish it are early American pieces 
of mellow hue. A chintz of gay flowers 
with a dark background softens the show- 
window and is used for chair-cushions 
thruout. Colorado sunshine streams thru 
vellow organdie at a big window at the 
back, and just below is a brick fire- 
place in which pifon wood (which 
you light with newspaper and a 
match—no kindling is needed) 
flames at the slightest excuse of cool- 
ness in the air. Here are easy 
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chairs, a high antique bookcase with glass 
for the finer books, and a cabinet for old 
and rare books and silver. Altogether an 
atmosphere has been created which charms 
the buyer of books. 


The proprietors of Their Book Shop 
spare no effort to give service in a city 
where there are many ill people and their 
families. Nothing, literally, is too much 
trouble and the re- 
sult has been a 
steadily increasing 
business and an al- 
most universal rec- 
ognition thru the 
city of the new book- 
store that is so likely 
to have the book you 
want and so very 
willing to get it to 
you and for you 
with the least possi- 
ble delay. Of tre- 
mendous value in 
giving this service 
are the assistants 
to the proprietors. 
Their associate in 
bookselling is a wo- 
man of culture and 
charm; their ship- 
ping-clerk is always a college boy of refine- 
ment and background. Before the Shop was 
opened Mrs. Silliman and Miss Truax 
heard on all sides of the deadness of the 
winter months, of the very small volume of 
Christmas business, and of the dire results 
of an unfavorable tourist season such as 
must be expected every now and again. 
While last summer was everywhere a less- 
than-average season, while the week before 
Christmas developed 18 below zero weather 
practically unknown in that part of the 
world, and while the late winter months 
are assuredly very slim as compared with 
those in the usual run of cities, the year has 
none the less shown a balance on the credit 
side of the ledger, and the first few weeks 
of the second year a fine business decidedly 
in excess of that of May, 1924. 

Former experience, while not along re- 
tail lines, has of course been a considerable 
factor in establishing this new business 
within the space of one short year. Busi- 
nesslike methods in the conduct of a book- 
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store seem to make a hit all along the line. 
These and an intellectual background on 
the part of all concerned mean that the 
public has access to the best new books 
either immediately on visiting the Book 
Shop or just as soon as they can be got from 
the east. While all the best books cannot 
of course be kept in stock in a shop of this 
size, at least familiarity with them is shown, 
and the customer usually codperates to the 
extent of waiting 
for the book he 
wants or taking an 
equally good one 
which will serve his 
purpose. He realizes 
that intelligent ef- 
fort is being put 
forth in his interest 
and that, it seems, 
is all that he desires. 

Almost without 
exception from the 
beginning the pub- 
lishers have cooper- 
ated and made pos- 
sible the real growth 
of this new business. 
There are of course 
in the experience of 
Their Book Shop 
definite prob- 
lems which assail all booksellers, old and 
new, especially in the far west—the prob- 
lem of having books in order to sell them 
even tho the demand may not come at once 
and in some instances may never come; the 
problem of discounts and heavy transpor- 
tation charges, practically everything being 
shipped by express since, in a smaller shop 
such as this, even on travelers’ orders, with 
new books being published every day in the 
year, there is rarely enough for a freight 
shipment; the problem of datings which, in 
a tourist town, necessarily differ from those 
in the average cities and which, to be help- 
ful, should be adjusted to meet the special 
requirements. However, as time goes on, 
Mrs. Silliman and Miss Truax feel that 
they are increasingly able to cope with these 
problems, and they bring to their second 
year in the retail bookselling game un- 
bounded enthusiasm and confidence that 
moderate success and an almost immoderate 
degree of happiness in the work is to fol- 
low their efforts. 


ITS FIREPLACE 
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Making Best Sellers With Newspaper Space 


HE emphasis on newspaper advertis- 

ing in planning the Harold Bell 

Wright campaign has caught the in- 
terest of newspaper people, and Editor & 
Publisher in the issue of August Ist carries 
an extended interview with Charles H. 
Denhard, who has represented Appleton in 
placing the advertising. 

“By actual count, 7,042 newspapers have 
received copy on ‘A Son of His Father,’ 
Mr. Wright’s latest novel. The book was 
issued July 24, and immediately large copy 
was run in metropolitan centers. On Aug. 
1, the entire list made the first insertion. 

‘“Re-insertions will follow frequently, 
continuing up to Christmas, when both ad- 
vertising and sales will reach their peak. 
Thruout the campaign we will watch sales 
carefully, of course, cutting from the list 
newspapers in the towns where we believe 
the saturation point has been reached, and 
keeping up copy in centers where sales con- 
tinue strong. 

“In the smaller towns where, potential 
buyers are few we are taking perhaps no 
more than 114 inches of space. In large 
cities like Chicago we are using 1,000 lines 
and up.” 

“Newspaper advertising has had an in- 
teresting effect upon Mr. Wright’s novels 
—it has created ‘retail outlets’ in sections 
where there were none before. There are 
only 1,500 book dealers in the country, 
most of them concentrated in the larger 
cities. Mr. Wright’s novels, however, are 
handled by 10,000 dealers in all sections 
of the country, in many cases by persons 
to whom bookselling is an entirely alien 
pursuit. 

“Book advertising has grown steadily in 
volume in recent years, and with this 
growth an entirely new method of selling 
books has developed. Advertising is now 
being placed five days a week, instead of 
only once a week in the book review sec- 
tions. Thru advertising, books, a highly spe- 
cialized product, are competing in-the news- 
papers for buyers with all generally adver- 
tised products. 

“This method has added impetus to book 
buying. Book advertising is reaching mil- 
lions of people now who have never opened 


the book sections of newspapers in their 
lives. 

“And speaking of newspaper book re- 
view pages, I am convinced that if many 
of them were done away with entirely, and 
paid advertising alone relied upon to sell 
books, sales would be greater. 

“The average book review kills as many 
sales as it makes. The writer of the re- 
view arrives at a verdict—the book is 
either good or bad. It is only his personal 
reaction, but his verdict, if he turns thumbs 
down, is often accepted by readers who 
might like the book were they to read it. 
This is equally true when praise is given. 

“T believe the public should buy a book 
and pass its own judgment upon it. In 
my opinion, book sales would not suffer 
were the free reviews done away with and 
paid space relied upon solely.” 

“A number of literary magazines are to 
be used in the present campaign, but it is 
Mr. Denhard’s opinion that the literary 
magazine is not as fertile a source of new 
business as newspapers because their readers 
get book news from so many sources. 

“We like newspapers for developing new 
business, and they do develop it, particu- 
larly for popular novels. I have had count- 
less instances of immediate orders from local 
dealers following the insertion of news- 
paper advertising. 

“And newspapers are especially valuable 
in light of the strange whims of the book 
buying public. A book very often is tre- 
mendously popular in one section of the 
country and virtually dead in another. 
Again, local happenings often tie up beauti- 
fully with particular books, and provide 
excellent opportunities for special exploita- 
tion. The best way we can capitalize these 
situations is thru newspaper copy, placed 
locally.” 

“In regard to the technique of book ad- 
vertising in fiction a book is either liked or 
disliked, and a month or six weeks suffice 
to determine its popularity. 

“We watch the orders carefully, pick out 
the spots where there is action and use 
newspapers. But books, just like other 
products, can very rarely be ‘put over’ by ad- 
vertising if the public reaction is negative.”

Display 


HE purpose of the book display is to 

sell more books; books that would 

not otherwise be sold, and to persons 
who would not buy if the display did not 
furnish “that impulse.” There are two 
types of sales made by the display: those 
to the casual purchaser who comes into the 
store for something in the stationery depart- 
ment, or who passes the store day after day 
until enticed by some book in the window; 
and the sales to steady customers. This 
latter is not negligible, for tho the efficient 
clerk can always suggest acceptable addi- 
tional titles, something unusual that sells 
itself is frequently seen in the displays. 

Consequently, the store must display 
books of the steady appeal of the best seller 
and the new fiction by standard authors; 
and books of unusual and seasonal attrac- 
tion. 

Fiction, naturally, in the windows and 
on the floor should receive the first con- 
sideration. The “Best Sellers” in the win- 
dows and on a prominent table indoors 
should be supplemented with a fair quan- 
tity of less prominent titles to be a grazing 
ground for the many persons who “don’t

know what they want,” or who want “a 


book like “To the Last Man’,” or “like - 


Margaret Kennedy’s.” In this same con- 
nection secondary displays of type fiction— 
Western, romance, mystery, sophisticated, 
etc.—on a nearby shelf are handy and save 
time in making sales. And old stock should 
be kept near the display proper: the sale of 
an old book has some advantages the sale 
of current fiction hasn’t. The fiction dis- 
plays should, of course, be permanent but 
steadily and often changed by the addition 
of new volumes, intense emphasis on one 
book, etc. 

While having only a section of the win- 
dow space, indoors, poetry and drama 
should occupy shelves only less prominent 
than those of the fiction. Many fiction 


buyers naturally gravitate to these classes. 





Philosophy and religion can not unfairly be 
given the third place of honor. (Local 
tastes will be responsible for many varia- 
tions in this scale, but the spirit of display 
in proportion to sales-value can be carried 
out if the letter can’t.) The gift books are 
another class of non-fiction that can be rele- 
gated to an unobtrusive, unimportant space 
—but where an effective display can be 
made when necessary. It is not the display 
of such types that sell them; customers as 
a rule want them only at definite times and 
then call for them. 

The business and technical books present 
a problem: the call for them is ordinarily 
so slight it does not pay to stock them; 
and still they do sell. Perhaps as success- 
ful a way as any out of the dilemma is 
the classified mailing list and a descriptive 
bibliography prepared with the help of men 
in such fields as engineering, interior dec- 
orating, and advertising. Persons who want 
these books, if not satisfied with the ones 
exploitated in the mailing list or the ones 
in stock, will generally order from the 
bibliography. 

Of all non-fiction displays, seasonal dis- 
plays prove most lucrative. These books, 
like some fiction, sell heavily for a short 
time; the turnover is rapid, and if ambi- 
tiously pushed they can be purchased in 
quantities. A bookdealer who has tried 
these displays knows how they help busi- 
ness, and not infrequently when business 
is slow. In the spring a window given 
to bird books, garden manuals, nature 
books, vacation suggestion books, and books 
on summer sports—tennis, fishing, golf, 
etc.—will pay for itself many times. For 
other seasons a general catalog would in- 
clude: summer; the dullest time of all, is 
also the time of conventions and children’s 
parties and travel, and books relating to 
these have a fair sale—especially those that 
can be shown at the conventions, and travel- 
aids; the fall offers great opportunities in 
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business books and books of self-improve- 
ment, art, and indoor games, and non- 
fiction in general; the same may be in- 
cluded in winter’s list with the important 
addition of travelogs. It goes without say- 
ing that there are no dates to separate the 
seasons and their demands: some books will 
sell the year around, and others for two or 
three seasons. But there are propituous 
moments, and the wants of that moment 
shouldn’t be overlooked. Then there are 
the crazes: what a boon the cross-word puz- 
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zle wave has been, and the stimulation of 
dictionary and word-book sales. These 
have merited many displays. 

Juveniles can be exploited most of the 
time in the windows; on the floor they may 
be judiciously put in some out-of-the-way 
space where there is plenty of room. Most 
buyers of these books like to look around, 
and often have children with them. They 
never notice the few additional steps that 
take them out of the way of the usual 
centers of trade. 


Practical Points on Building Bible Business 


A Few Comments From One Completing a Quarter of a Century in It

F possible, try and keep your stock 
where you have the advantage of day- 
light when displaying for sale, or, next 

best, good artificial light. Good type, to 
be appreciated, can only be shown at its 
best under good light. 

Should your business justify it, by all 
means maintain a separate religious section 
with a case or small table upon which a 
few books can be laid open for inspection 
and comparison. 

Select a sales person who really enjoys 
selling these books since too often one’s 
religious beliefs may cause one to refrain 
from any real enthusiasm or zeal to push 
the sale. 

To facilitate selling, keep the following 
arrangement of stock on the shelves: 

Text Bibles. 

Illustrated and Scholar’s Editions for 
Children. 

Reference. 

Concordance and Teacher’s. 

Red-Letter Editions. 

Scofield Versions. 

Modern Revised Version. 

This has its distinct advantages, first for 
quick service ; second—in the rush season to 
find what is wanted ; and third—to tell at a 
glance whether or not you have the size 
type and priced book desired in the particu- 
lar style selected. If not, then in view of 
this arrangement conforming with the cata- 


e 
log of most of the leading lines it would be 
an easy matter to consult the lists for spe- 
cial order purpose, as a last resort. But 
the main point is you can lay your hands 
instantly on the book wanted and present 
it in various sizes and prices—thus making 
for quick and satisfactory sales, besides car- 
rying the conviction to the customer of 
“The Store for Service.” This arrange- 
ment can also be carried out with the New 
Testaments, Testament and Psalms, Prayer 
Books, and Prayer and Hymnal lines. In 
these cases begin with the smaller sizes and 
stack to the largest. 

I would also suggest sub-dividing India 
paper editions in all cases from the white 
paper books. 

An occasional display with the caption 
“Have You Seen the New Type Editions 
of the Bible ?”—featuring the newer Black- 
faced books, together with the many new 
patterns and colored leathers in Bibles and 
Prayer Books which are being continuously 
produced, is bound to make an irresistible 
appeal to many. Remember these are not 
seasonal books—but in demand all year 
round. 

By coupling up service and courtesy with 
the convincing display of a-thoro knowledge 
of the stock—why not only would very few 
prospective purchasers ever get away but 
invariably the sale would be worth-while. 
Ten dollar Bible sales not only are very

common, but usually are the result of good 
salesmanship, since most people do not set 
a price limit when buying a Bible. 

Hence a department presenting such sell- 
ing possibilities surely is worth developing, 
for the business is there to be had. What 
greater proof than the fact that the Bible 
not only still is the biggest selling book in 
the world but annually keeps selling more 
and more; and the sales when made are 
really worth-while sales. 

In this connection the “Pyramid of Bi- 
bles” has been used most effectively, piling 
from your largest on bottom to “the small- 
est Bible in the world” on top, open—with 
a magnifying glass placed in front of it. 
Another display—the Scofield Reference 
Bible open, with the special show card hav- 
ing the streamers which can be attached to 
the window and which point out the many 
helpful andaattractive features used therein, 
for a better understanding of the Bible. 

A display of one each of the various 
styles with cards above drawing attention 
to the bindings, viz: cloth, Keratol, French 
Morocco, Persian, Real Morocco, Levant, 


Sealskin, etc. Likewise of “types’”—would 
prove both educational and of interest. 
Or perhaps, a Bible in the process of mak- 
ing passing thru some twenty or more 
operations most of which could be shown, 
also would draw attention. 

Another suggestion—a direct comparison 
of the white and India paper editions with 
a terse review of the discovery of the latter ; 
its beautiful qualities of being so opaque, 
thin and light weight and still tough, will 
result in sales of books of the higher grade. 
Fine bindings and colored leathers always 
draw attention and should be featured. 
This is especially true of the many dainty 
and beautiful patterns in prayer books and 
hymnals. 

Settings, where it is possible to utilize 
figures or furniture in addition, such as an 
arm-chair, table and lamp—or pulpit, desk, 
etc., serve to lend an “at home” atmosphere. 
Seasons should always be kept in mind 
when these displays will have most effect 
such as the Lenten season, Easter, Con- 
firmations, Rally Day for Sunday school 
in September, and Christmas. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 

sion, from the which, as men of course 
do seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BACON. 


Selling the Best Sellers 


T would be pleasing to imagine that 
promotion funds for new books could 
be apportioned on some abstract basis 

of ultimate desert but, like the authors’ 
royalties, advertising must be handled by 
the publisher on a business basis and each 
book must get its just proportion of ex- 


pense, increased as the sales totals will 
stand the charge. 

On many books the probable sales can 
be so accurately foretold by previous ex- 


perience and advance sales so that very 
broad-guage programs of advertising can 
be laid out with the hope of pushing sales 
beyond the already large public which is 
interested in the author to a new public. 

A large number of the books with an 
assumed popular sale, carrying large pro- 
motion expense are launched at this time 
of year and in busy publishing offices extra 
space is being signed for and expensive 
promotion material being ordered. It is a 
time of anxious work and a season of in- 
tense application. Can the book-buying 
public be again enlarged, the publisher is 
asking, so that another fifty thousand of 
so-and-so’s novel can be sold over and 
above previous records? 

Some books can only gradually increase 
their public, some can only compete with 
other new books for the attention of estab- 
lished novel readers, some are too new in 
aspect and have too little cumulated inter- 
est to get out to a big popular reading be- 
fore they are covered. by the next wave of 
publications. 
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It has to be the score or more “best 
sellers”? that can be pushed out to new areas, 
and it is for that reason that a real re- 
sponsibility rests on the booksellers to see 
that the waves of popular interest carry 
as much freight into the harbor as possible 
before the water recedes. Perhaps the book- 
seller would rather be selling economics 
or poetry (and he should use equal energy 
to do so) but this need not prevent him 
from taking his part also in the great mass 
movement of book distribution which is 
trying to get the book-buying habit ex- 
tended to something like a reasonable com- 
parison with the extent of the reading 
public. 


Observe Publication Date 
ITH the fall publishing season the 


question of observing publication 

dates becomes of increasing im- 
portance because of the emphasis that heavy 
advertising campaigns place on the new 
titles. Every year there are rumors of 
some trade carelessness in this respect and 
of consequent bad feeling. 

It cannot be too often emphasized that 
this is a matter that calls for very pains- 
taking cooperatién for the good of the 
whole. 

Many people new in the business cannot 
see the importance of having books come 
to all the counters on the same day, but if 
they could realize the scrambling that oc- 
curs if each one tries to beat the other 
dealer, and the expense involved and bad 
feeling engendered, they would see the im- 
portance of publishing dates and of their | 
observance. It is particularly important 
that dealers in the same city should co- 
operate on this, and if a dealer hears thru 
a customer that another dealer is making 
advance deliveries, he should first of all as- 
sume that it is thru a mistake that this is 
done (as is usually the case) and not start 
retaliatory measures. He should get in 
touch with the dealer so quoted and see if 
the matter cannot be promptly fixed up. 


It is frequently found that the receiving 
department of one house has forgotten to 
hold the books, and they have come to the 
selling floor without proper caution. By a 
little care and good spirit such local dis- 
turbances can be prevented. 
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How Does the Order-Direct System Affect 
the Book Business? 


HE book-trade is actively discussing 

the uses and abuses of the “order- 

direct” method of shipping books, a 
method by which the publisher is asked to 
ship a book direct to the bookseller’s cus- 
tomer, using a tag provided, and charging 
the book and postage to the booksellers. It 
is suggested that the booksellers in discuss- 
ing this do not see how the increased bur- 
den of this method affects the publishers’ 
costs, and that the publishers may not be 


fully aware of how the order-direct method 
is used by the bookseller, especially what 
emergencies it meets. 

The Publishers’ Weekly proposes to 
carry, for the clarification of the situation, 
statements of the facts of the order-direct 
method as found in the bookstore practice 
and publishers’ experience. Contributions 
will be printed without names, and it is 
believed that such a symposium will have 
definite trade value at this time.

2. Can part of these orders be handled other ways? 


3. How extensively do you use the system? 


4. What type of orders are thus handled? 


5. Where do these orders originate and who decides the method of handling?

1. What does analysis of current orders show about the booksellers’ use of 


the order-direct method ? 


2. Does the method seem to throw an unfair burden on the publishers’ ship- 


ping and billing costs? 


3. What special uses of the method seem abuses? 


4. Do most booksellers send some orders this way ? 


5. Is the number of such orders increasing? 


6. Do you think the bookseller should discourage this type of business? 


7. Have you any suggestions for improved methods?

T must be vacation time. During June 

and early in July the office of the 

Executive Secretary was kept busy 
opening and answering mail from members. 
The number of letters received decreased 
toward the end of July and has kept drop- 
ping until now we receive only a scant 
fifteen or twenty a day. Most of them say 
“Mr. Bookseller is away at present, but 
will answer yours of the upon his 
return.” 





The Clearing House 


We continue to work on the Clearing 
House and Telegraphic Delivery plans in 
spite of this. We have found a very good 
location for the Center, a box manufacturer 
who makes cases that stand up, for prices 
that we can stand and a trucking firm that 
will give us service at reasonable rates. All 
in all, we are in a very good position and 
are waiting, more or less patiently, for the 
signed agreements from our members. We 
need only a few more to reach the two- 
hundred-a-week mark. When we have ar- 
rived at this mark we will notify all mem- 
bers to send their orders to us on the order 
blanks which we will supply. These will 
be picked up by the publishers each morning 
and the packages will be sent to us each 
afternoon. They will be enclosed in cases 
weighing between one hundred and fifty 
to two hundred pounds each and delivered 
to the terminals designated by our mem- 
bers. The charge will be $1.50 per case, 
F.O.B. New York. 

The plans for the Telegraphic Delivery 
service are completed. The Associated 
Press has promised to carry our story on 
October 1. That means that every paper in 
the country will fall into line, as the story 
will be sent to those that are not Associated 
Press members from this office. 

Our dodger is ready. It can be furnished 
with an overprint giving the booksellers’ 
name and address for thirty cents the hun- 


dred. Members should order it now so as 
to give us time to have it printed and 
mailed to reach them before the day that 
the service is inaugurated. The Western 
Union dodger is also ready for distribution. 

Nothing has been left undone. A great 
many of the publishers have promised com- 
plete co-operation as outlined in the plan 
in our June Bulletin and, while there are 
one or two that feel that we may be making 
a mistake, our officers and the majority of 
our members as well as of the publishers 
believe that the plan should be given a 
good test. 

We are going to get a great deal of pub- 
licity from it. We are promising nothing 
that we cannot do, and altho we have to 
divide our profits we do not charge as much 
overhead against this transaction as we do 
against an ordinary one. ‘The bookseller, 
taking the order has no stock, wrapping or 
delivery expense; the one delivering has no 
selling expense. 


For Members Only 


The book business has never undertaken 
a national advertising campaign. Other 
businesses have and have not only covered 
the expenses of that campaign, but have 
increased their business many times. We 
are investing one-half of the gross profits 
of each Telegraphic Delivery sale in na- 
tional publicity. It will prove itself worth- 
while. 

We have been receiving quite a num- 
ber of letters from non-members requesting 
information about these two plans. We are 
always happy to give this information, but 
we want to call attention to the fact that 
participation in them is for American 
Booksellers’ Association members only.

DAVID BINNY PUTMAN, AUTHOR AND SCIENTIST, 
AND YOUNGEST MEMBER OF WILLIAM BEEBE’S 
EXPEDITION 


OW that William Beebe has re- 
turned from the expedition led by 
him in quest of the Sargasso Sea 

and the Humboldt Current, there is much 
speculation as to the nature of the book 
which he will give to his readers next Feb- 
ruary under the title of “The Arcturus Ad- 
venture.” But few persons realize that the 
good ship Arcturus carried another author 
—or at least a budding one—who was 
spending his days, and perhaps some of his 
nights, planning another book, quite dif- 
ferent from the one the expedition’s leader 
was to write. When David Binny Put- 
nam, son of the publisher, G. P. Putnam, 
celebrated his twelfth birthday aboard the 
Arcturus down on the Equator, he was in 
the midst of an experience that he wouldn’t 
have traded with any other small boy for 
all the marbles, jack-knives, postage stamps 
and bird-nests in the world. But if he 


wouldn’t trade, he was,quite willing to 
write the story of that experience for any 
fellow who might want to enjoy it sec- 
ond-hand. And that’s what he has done. 
Thanks to the kindness of a great natural- 
ist—whom he is permitted to call Uncle 
Will—young David found himself on a 
real voyage of exploration, quite as thrill- 
ing as any he had ever read about, altho 
it did bear a solemn name and was dedi- 
cated to a serious purpose. After he had 
shipped at Panama, it did not take David 
long to realize that “Uncle Will” and his 
intrepid followers, armed to the teeth with 
all manner of fearsome scientific equip- 
ment, were in search of a buried treasure 
quite as precious as any fabled pirate’s 
gold. David’s share in the treasure hunt 
was necessarily a minor one,.but he made 
the best possible use of a good pair of eyes, 
an active mind, and a vivid imagination. 
Sea-lions, devil-fish and volcanoes became 
‘no treat to him.” And, incidentally, he 
learned to pronounce, tho not to spell, 
amblyrhinchus, the name of the marine 
lizard. ‘David Goes Voyaging” will be 
published soon.

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German Exhibit at Columbia in October 


Librarians Sponsor Important Showing of Ten Years’ Production 


CTOBER sth to 17th there will be 
() held in Earl Hall at Columbia 

University an exhibition of German 
books representing the best products of the 
German book press in science, literature, 
art and music in the past ten years. The 
exhibit was brought together last fall by a 
committee of the Borsenverein deutscher 
Verleger (Association of German Pub- 
lishers), and shown in Chicago in connec- 
tion with the midwinter meeting of the 
American Library Association. Accepting 
an invitation of the department of Ger- 
manic languages at Columbia the Borsen- 
verein will now bring the books to New 
York. 

The exhibition will be entirely non- 
commercial and designed to give an oppor- 
tunity to the professional and cultured pub- 
lic of New York and vicinity to see the 
products of the recent German press. 

As compared with the Chicago exhibi- 
tion, that at Columbia will be 50 per cent 
larger. Some of the items have been elim- 
inated, a large consignment of additional 
works shipped from Germany. ‘The ten 
thousand volumes shown at Chicago will 
be increased to approximately fifteen thou- 
sand. Great care has been exercised to 
make the exhibit completely representative 
of all sides of German book-making and to 
include in it the cream of the production 
of the German book world. 

The Borsenverein deutscher Verleger is 
the great association which maintains its 
headquarters at the Buchhandler Borse in 
Leipzig, where the famous “Bugra” or ex- 
hibition in 1914 attracted many American 
visitors. Approximately two hundred eighty 
publishers have sent the best products of 
their presses. ‘These include a representa- 
tive list of Germany’s entire book-making 
guild, from the ancient Leipzig and Berlin 
firms, whose history in the hands of one 
family runs back to the middle of the 
eighteenth century down to the great 
Munich publishers of bibliophilic works. 

The enterprise was organized by Dr. 
Edmund Schiller of Berlin, and the exhi- 


bition will be under the immediate direc- 
tion of Dr. Wilhelm Riedner, Chief 
Librarian of the Bavarian National Library 
in Munich and well known to many 
Americans as winner of the Filene Peace 
Prize for Germany. 

A new catalog has been printed, in 
which all of the titles carry numbers cor- 
responding to the book numbers. This 
will be a valuable check list for librarians 
and publishers, as representing a period for 
which complete German bibliographies are 
very difficult to obtain. The books are 
grouped under twenty-eight classifications, 
from ‘Allgemeines’ to “Schéne Literatur,” 
a very convenient arrangement, for scien- 
tists and other professional visitors and an 
improvement over the Leipzic ‘“Burga” 
and similar exhibitions, where the books 
are shown under.the name of the publish- 
ing house. Information as to German 
books has often been very difficult to ob- 
tain since 1914. It is safe to say that a 
librarian or scientist will be able to get a 
better idea and more exact information 
from the Columbia exhibition than by 
spending six months journeying about in 
Germany. He will have shelved together 
right before him the works in the field 
which interests him, whether he be philos- 
opher, economist or designer. 

No books will be sold and there will be 
no advertising of any special publisher. 
Experts of the Borsenverein will, however, 
be on hand to furnish information as to 
prices, when asked. This will in some 
cases be a welcome opportunity to get 
light, as German book prices have been a 
mystery, in this country in many ways. 
One of the most interesting exhibits is a 
collection of national bibliographies, abso- 
lutely exhaustive for Germany and Austria. 

Aside from the fields of science, extend- 
ing from theology to banking and com- 
merce, the exhibit will contain a large num- 
ber of art works and prints and will be 
richly illustrative of the technical sides of 
art production and reproduction. The ex- 
hibit will also be rich in material for the 
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study of the typographical arts. The pe- 
riod of inflation which drove people to 
put their money into anything having last- 
ing value called into existence a great many 
expensive facsimiles, some of them the last 
word in the reproductive art as known in 
Germany. Such are, for instance, Schmidt’s 
“Die Miniaturen des Gerocodex” or Mer- 
ton’s “Buchmalerei in St. Gallen” or the 
magnificent reproduction of the “Codex 
aureus,” the Golden Bible, from the Ba- 
varian State Library, in five folio volumes. 

A New York Advisory Committee of 
librarians has been formed under the 
chairmanship of Roger Howson, Assistant 
Librarian at Columbia, to assist in staging 
the exhibit and bringing it to public at- 
tention. ‘The members are:

661TN discussing the problems of book buy- 

ing in the West, “said Charles W. 
Smith of the University of Washington 
Library, at the Seattle Conference, “the 
factor of geographical location demands 
first consideration. Trade catalogs and 
book news of all kinds come like the Sun 
from the East. The Western buyer suffers 
by his distance from the source of all wis- 
dom and light. 

“Seattle is 3000 miles from the center 
of the book-trade in America. Measured 
by letter post this means a disadvantage 
of four days as compared with buyers east 
of Chicago. The Western librarian has 
little chance of securing bargains or rare 
books on orders from second hand catalogs. 

“This geographical handicap is measured 
also in terms of the cost of travel. A per- 
sonal examination of the book stocks of the 
principal dealers in Western Americana 
requires at least two weeks of time and 
several hundred dollars in money. Over- 
the-counter purchase of Western books is 
usually impossible. It is also impossible to 
patronize auction sales, and bidding thru 
agents is usually unsatisfactory.

The comparatively brief time in which 
the books will be shown makes it important 
that those intending to see them should 
plan in advance. It is intended to arrange 
special evenings for librarians and repre- 
sentatives of the sciences and of the graphic 
and technical arts, where a brief address 
will be made by especially qualified repre- 
sentatives of the Boérsenverein committee. 


Western Collections 


“Book selection is more difficult than in 
the East. The distance from large libra- 
ries where copies of various titles and edi- 
tions may be examined is no small disad- 
vantage. There is also a lack of adequate 
bibliographical aids. . 
information, not editions nor bindings. The 
photostat serves as an excellent substitute 
for the original, and tends to check soaring 
prices. 

““To offset these handicaps, the Western 
buyer must give the promptest attention to 
second hand catalogs. Orders for important 
material should be sent by telegraph or 
cable. Occasional visits to book centers are 
helpful. In the Pacific Northwest, libra- 
rians have improved their knowledge of the 
field by preparing and publishing coopera- 
tive bibliographies in which important 
titles are located in the important libraries. 

“A careful coordination is being brought 
about. Many libraries are already limiting 
their purchases quite strictly to the local 
field. This has tended to relieve the com- 
petition for the rarer books. 

“Photoduplication is another method of 
offsetting high prices. The librarian seeks

MEXICO can now be reached by 

C. O. D. mail deliveries, according 
to an announcement from the Post Office 
Department. Merchandise weighing not 
over 8 ounces and bearing postage at the 
rate of 114 cents for each 2 ounces or 
fraction thereof can be sent by this method. 
All such parcels should be sealed and regis- 
tered. The fees, including registration, are 
30 cents for collections up to $10, 45 cents 
from $10.01 to $50, 60 cents from $50.01 
to $100. 

At the same time an announcement is 
made as to parcel post mailing to Russia. 
All such packages must be sealed with wax 
or lead and these seals must bear some dis- 
tinguishing mark of the sender. Parcels 
should be carefully packed to withstand 
the long journey and safe transmission.

Postal Receipts Increase 


HE new postage rates which went into

“LITTLE BLUE BOOKS”

I have been glad to see your very just 
and thoroly merited criticism of the de- 
vious publicity methods employed by Mr. 
Haldeman-Julius in connection with his 
“Little Blue Books.” In following the 
course of Mr. Haldeman-Julius’s advertis- 
ing campaign, with its frequent “fake” ap- 
peals on the score of past or future price 
changes and its frequent “last chances,” 
etc., I have wondered that reputable 
periodicals would lend their pages to the 
exploitation of such methods. 

But if the “Little Blue Books” were 
really what they claim to be—if the series 
represented a worthy and responsible effort 
to publish well-printed and well-edited edi- 
tions of the best literature at a price within 
the range of anyone’s pocketbook—one 
might easily be willing to overlook its pub- 
lisher’s questionable advertising methods 
and feel that after all the balance lay on 
the credit side of the ledger in such a wide 
circulation of good literature. Unfortun- 
ately, however, the series seems to have 
been produced with but one thought in 
mind—the reduction of expense. The 
books are not edited at all, and they are 
manufactured according to the lowest and 
cheapest standards in the printing trade. 
Along with their utter tastelessness in the 
matter of typography, they abound in mis- 
prints, misplaced “slugs,” etc., to such an 
extent that one doubts if even the first 
proofs received a reading. ‘There is noth- 
ing remarkable in the production of such 
pamphlets at five cents each; every printer 
knows that this price on a large edition 
would yield a profit of several hundred 
per cent, even if well printed. Indiscrim- 
inate persons, who know nothing of print- 
ing costs or typographical standards, have 
lavished extravagant “‘blurbs”’ upon Mr. 
Haldeman-Julius for his “‘audacious enter- 
prise” and “service to literature.” In my 
view, the wide circulation of such badly- 
printed matter is a detriment to the dis- 
semination of good literature.

It now appears that 
it contains 15,000 volumes, selected with 
great discrimination, rich in rarities of all 
periods of English literature, with the 
most extraordinary Keats collection outside 
of the British Museum, and that Ameri- 
can poetry of the last half century is ex- 
traordinarily complete. 


66 A “lection from the Poems of Michael 

Field,” with a preface by T. Sturge 
Moore, will be published by Houghton 
Mifflin Company this Fall. In the closing 
years of the last century, Michael Field, 
heralded as a poet of unusual brilliance, 
was later discovered to be two strange 
English women, Catherine Bradley and 
Edith Cooper, who lived in almost com- 
plete seclusion and wrote under the pseu- 


donym of ‘Michael Field.” 


MAXY years ago George Gissing pre- 

pared a series of prefaces or introduc- 
tions for a new edition of Dickens’s works. 
These prefaces were delivered to the pub- 
lisher, but for some unkndawn reason were 
never printed and were lost or mislaid in 
the manuscript file. B. W. Matz, founder 
of the Dickens Fellowship and editor of 
The Dickensian, somehow learned of these 
prefaces, and after exhaustive search found 
them. One of the last things that he did 
before his death was to arrange for their 
publication, not as prefaces, but in a book 
soon to appear and be called “The Immor- 
tal Dickens.” 


APRIL 15 was a red letter day in the 

life of Dr. Samuel Johnson, for it 
marked the completion of his “Diction- 
ary,’ upon which he had spent seven hard 
and exhausting years’ labor. Andrew Mil- 
ler thus acknowledged receipt of the final 
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pages of copy; “Andrew Miller sends his 
compliments to Mr. Samuel Johnson, with 
the money for the last sheet of the copy 
of the “Dictionary,” and thanks God that 
he is done with him.” Dr. Johnson re- 
plied: “Samuel Johnson returns his com- 
pliments to Mr. Andrew Miller, and is 
very glad to find (as he does by this sheet) 
that Andrew Miller has the grace to thank 
God for anything.” 


WII special regard for the interest 

of summer visitors, the Boston Pub- 
lic Library has arranged an exhibition of 
rare books, broadsides, autograph letters 
and manuscripts of historical interest. 
Documents of the history of old Boston, 
Massachusetts Bay, Plymouth Colony, the 
discoveries of Captain Smith, and the I[n- 
dian Wars, have been placed on view. The 
Public Library is rich in such material and 
great care has been taken in making the dis- 
play. The newspapers report that hundreds 
of people from all over the country visit 
the library daily and show the keenest ap- 
preciation as they linger about the show 
cases in the exhibition room. Among the 
items on view are the Mather Papers, the 
Cotton Papers, the Hinckley Papers, manu- 
scripts relating to the Canadian c umpaigns 
of 1709 and 1759, several volumes of early 
American newspapers, the famous letters 
of Earl Percy, written between 1774 and 
1778, broadsides long antedating the out- 
break of the Revolutionary War, books 
relating to the voyages of Captain John 
Smith, pamphlets, books and manuscripts 
relating to the French and Indian War, 
and to the general history of the North 
American Indians. On the walls are 
shown a selection of prints and photos rela- 
tive to early America. 


CHARLES J. SAWYER, the London 

rare book dealer, recently came into 
possession of a book ranking high among 
association items. It is a copy of “Low 
Life, or One-Half of the World Knows 
not how the other Half Lives, with an Ad- 
dress to the Ingenious Mr. Hogarth,” Lon- 
don, 1764. ‘The adventures of this book 
are told in the volume itself. A note Ly 
Shirley Brooks on fly-leaf reads, “Preserve 
this book. I had another copy, given me 
by Angus Reach. I lent it to Dickens. 
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who lent it to Thackeray, who gave it to 
Sala. This copy was given me in restitu- 
tion.” On opposite page is written, “Stolen 
185—. Restored 1861—by W. M. 
Th-ck-r-y.” Another note by S. B. states, 
“But this may be the original copy given 
me by A. R. See letter at the back of this 
page, 16 April, 1871.” A news-cutting 
of an article by George Augustus Sala, re- 
ferring to this book, ”

states: . ae dy 
and, coarsely as it is done, the friends who 
gave it to me—and to the whole world 
another book called “Vanity Fair’— 
thought that we got more special knowledge 
out of it than out of any other extant vol- 
ume.” <A letter from Sala to Brooks men- 
tions, “Did I ever tell you the queer story 
attaching to that book?—of how Dickens 
gave it to me in Paris in ’55, thinking it 
had been given to him by Thackeray—ot 
how I took it to Russia, and did there base 
on it the scheme of “Twice Round the 
Clock”—of how Thackeray, alleging that 
he had but lent it to Dickens, reclaimed 
it from him, and he from me: and so it has 
been a purse: first his, then mine, then 
yours, and may be slave to thousands, but 
never will be trash.”’ On the verso of this 
letter is Sala’s neat manuscript article of 
Hogarth for the Cornhill. Further letters 
at the end of the volume from F. C. Bur- 
nand, Sala and Brooks add to the interest. 
Surely this is a gem among association 


books. 


f, XHIBITIONS of literary rarities are 
attracting a great deal of attention, 


whether on view in the Old World or the 


New. ‘The report comes from Paris of a 
most interesting exhibition at the Biblio- 
theque Nationale that is not only being 
largely attended by French booklovers and 
collectors, but is receiving much attention 
from visitors in the French capital. This 
great library stands on the site of a seven- 
teenth century mansion of Cardinal Maz- 
arin, and its great collection of rarities is 
composed in part of the private libraries of 
the kings of France, many of whom were 
ardent collectors. Charles V. was the first 
to have a special room for his books, but 
they were dispersed and part of them were 
purchased by the Duke of Bedford and 
taken to England. The present library 
dates from the sixteenth century, and was 
enriched by the successive kings, but par- 
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ticularly under the reigns of Louis XIV 
and Louis XV. The Revolution added 
enormously to it by suppressing the libraries 
of the religious establishments, and later by 
gifts and purchases which have been fre- 
quent. Since 1793 all printers must, by de- 
cree, give to the Bibliotheque Nationale 
two copies of anything printed by them. It 
is some of these treasures that are now on 
exhibition. The walls of the exhibition 
room are hung with the tapestries of Aud- 
ran relating some anecdotes of Don Quix- 
ote. They make a beautiful frame or back- 
ground for the sumptuous old bindings, 
rare editions of books, music, autographs 
and manuscripts. Here may be seen the 
manuscript of the “Pgnsées’”’ of Pascal; the 
last verses composed by Andrew Chanier 
in prison, written in a microscopic hand so 
as not to waste any paper; the only copy 
of “Christainismi Restitutio”’ of Michel 
Servet, which escaped burning; first edi- 
tions of Villon, Racine, Corneille, Moliére 
and Rabelais; illuminated manuscripts of 
great literary and historical interest rang- 
ing from the fifteenth to the eighteenth 
century; the autograph manuscripts of La 
Fontaine, Racine, Rosseau, Napoleon, Re- 
nan, Richelieu, Victor Hugo; an auto- 
graph copy of Rouget de I’Isle’s “La Mar- 
seillaise”’; a wonderful collection of maps, 
one depicting a voyage to Timbuktu in 
1413; and many other rarities not less in- 
teresting. “‘One needs to see this exhibi- 
tion,” says one writer, “to understand the 
Frenchman as a collector.”
